GLANDERS. 


The attention of Thre Hrerann has 
been called to the provisions of chapter 
W of the Dominion Statutes known as 
the Infectiousor Contagious (animals) 
Act 1896, By this Act glanders and 
farcy are declared to be infectious or 
contagious diseases within the mean- 
ing of the Act, The Act gives 
power to the Governor General 
in Vouncil to appoint inspectors for 
the proper carr ng out of its provis- 
ions. For the Calgary district, Vet- 
erinary Staff-Sergeant Stephenson, 
N.W.MLP., a graduate of Magill Uni- 
versity, has been appointed inspector, 
Having received information of the 
supposed existence of glanders in his 
district, and in accordance with the 
duty cast upon him has made enquiry 
with the result that he has found the 
disease prevalent, and is now taking 
the steps provided by law tor its 
extermination. The North West 
Ordinance of 1898, which required ten 
days’ notice to be given to_ the 
owner of an animal supposed to 
be infected, has been repealed 
and the present proceedings are being 
taken under the provisions of the 
Dominion statute, The Mounted 
Police authorities have no desire to 
act oppressively or to strain the pro- 
visions of the law, but inasmuch as 
the disease has been found to have 
taken hold in the district, it isfelt that 
prompt measures should at once be 
taken with regard to it. Tae HerRaLp 
publishes these statements in justice 
to the veterinary inspector the pro- 
priety of whose action has been ques- 
tioned,
